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SAG HARBOR FLY TRAP 

The Hamptons Police revealed this week that 
over the summer they had initiated a new 
crime surveillance program in Sag Harbor 
involving miniature airborne cameras and 
microphones mounted on small flying drones 
resembling flies, bees and mosquitoes. The 
cameras were operated from an underground 
bunker near Sag Harbor, where a team of 125 
officers controlled the motions of the drones 
and monitored the movements and activities of 
people on Sag Harbor streets and in area parks, 


- screening their actions on large video monitors 


inside the bunker. “The Hamptons Police did 
purchase several hundred ultra nano drones,” 
announced Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch on Thursday. “These sophisticated law 
enforcement tools were designed to resemble 
insects and were equipped with very small 


~ cameras and listening devices. This was a pilot 


program to test the efficacy of the system, 
and we’re happy to say that we consider the 
program a tremendous success.” According to 
Hirsch, the Hamptons Police plan to roll the 
system out across the entire South Fork next 
summer. “This way we will have a complete 
picture of the comings and goings of suspicious 
characters and so-called ‘persons of interest’ 
on a continuous basis,” said Hirsch. Hirsch 
was unable to say, however, whether the 
deployment of the ultra nano drones and the 
concomitant expenditure of resources on 
equipment and manpower had led to more 
arrests or an increase in public safety. “Not 
everything can be measured by numbers, or 
dollars and cents” Hirsch remarked testily when 
questioned about statistics. “The Hamptons 
Police will stop at nothing to protect the public. 
We would ask, however, that people think twice 
before swatting at flies around here. These 
ultra nano drones don’t come cheap.” 


LOW LEVEL OF COMPLAINTS RAISES CONCERNS 
Officials announced this week that the number 
of noise complaints launched against the 
Hamptons Airport has fallen precipitously. 
“We’re about to launch an investigation into 
reasons for this paltry level of complaints,” said 
Hamptons Airport spokesman Tristan Sledge. 
“It seems really suspicious.” The Airport has 
always received a very healthy number of 
noise. complaints from across a broad swath 
of the South Fork, but this year the flood has 
slowed to a trickle. “I wonder if there isn’t 
some intimidation going on, or maybe some 
money changing hands out there,” said Mr. 
Sledge. “All I know is that planes are still loud, 
people are still living around the airport, but 
they’ve stopped complaining—and | want to 
know why.” Mr. Sledge closed by saying that 
the Hamptons Police will be questioning people 
— closely.

Pararescueman from “The Perfect Storm” Talks in Westhampton October 22

n one of the dramatic scenes in the movie 

The Perfect Storm, a rescue helicopter 
appears, hovering in the wind and rain over 
the 80-foot seas—possibly the largest seas ever 
off the Northeastern shore—so its occupants 
can attempt a daring rescue of two women 
and a man aboard a 30-foot sailboat that has 
foundered down below. 

There are five men aboard this helicopter— 
Lt. Colonel Graham Buschor, it’s co-pilot, 
Lt. Colonel David Ruvola, the other co-Pilot, 
Jim Mioli, the flight engineer, and two 
pararescuemen, John Spillane and _ Rick 
Smith. Over the foundering ship, Spillane 
and Smith fearlessly leap out of the chopper 
carrying 110- pound packs on their backs, 
splash into the water and proceed to put 
the three victims into baskets that have been 
lowered by cable. Then, above the rolling, 
violent seas, the victims are choppered over 
a nearby Coast Guard ship and lowered down 
to safety. 

Of course, this story is not over. The chopper 
returns and with the same rescue method, 
cables up the pararescuemen. 

But now the chopper is running low on fuel. An 


attempt is made to conduct a mid-air refueling 


with a propeller driven Hercules four-engine 
refueling plane that comes over. But the wind 
is so high, the effort fails. They try again and 
again to link up, but in the end, the helicopter 
goes down into the ocean. And though four of 
the five men onboard are rescued from these 
enormous seas by the Coast Guard cutter, the 
fifth man is lost, never to be seen again. 

Of course, there are other dramatic activities 
going on in this monster storm—indeed, 
the main plot of The Perfect Storm is of the 
men aboard the Andrea Gail fishing boat, out 
of Gloucester, Massachusetts, who are also 
never seen again. 

At the time J saw this rescue scene, however, 
I was so struck by the utter coolness of the 
pararescuemen. I also thought that this was a 
work of fiction. After all, there really was no way 
of knowing what went on during the last hours 
of the fishing trawler out of Gloucester, which 
provides the main storyline of this film. How 
could they know accurately what had happened 
with the rescue helicopter, the pararescuemen 
and the civilians in the rescue going on nearby? 

Well, they could. And that is because the 
daring rescue described above was logged 
into a ledger at the end of the day at the 106th 
Rescue Wing Headquarters in Westhampton 
Beach, from whence the (Cont'd on next page) 
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helicopter and the Hercules had come. There 
were a few modifications and liberties taken 
by the filmmaker. There were actually two 


separate rescue operations in the churning sea ~ 


when the alarm went out at headquarters at 
Gabreski Airport. The filmmaker had the whole 
script of both of them to work with. And the 
only casualty was Pararescueman Rick Smith, 
of Westhampton Beach, who died doing his job. 

Most people on the East End are unaware 
that this military rescue group, consisting of 
probably the most highly trained personnel 
in our armed forces, have one of their 
three stateside Group Headquarters here in 
Westhampton. Occasionally, you will see the 
big, grey four-engine propeller Hercules aircraft 
lumbering around over the Hamptons and you 
will look up and figure they must have some 
sort of novice pilot training operation here. The 
planes do touch-and-go landings, circle around 
over the ocean, sometimes cross the paths of a 
helicopter going here or there. The helicopters, 
many people think, are up in the sky to bring 
officials out to the Hamptons, or rich people 
from New York out for the weekend. That is not 
what is going on. 

Pararescuemen, or PJs, as they are 
called, receive an extreme basic training at 
Lackland Air Force Base in San Antonio, Texas, 
then combat ocean diving and underwater 
rescue training in Panama City, Florida, 
parachute jumping in Fort Benning, Georgia, 
High Altitude Low Opening (HALO) parachute 
jumping in Yuma, Arizona, two and a half 
weeks of basic survival training at Fairchild, 


Washington and underwater aircraft egress 
training in Pensacola, Florida and one year at 
Kirtland Air Force Base, New Mexico. 

At the end of all of this, PJs are fearless in 
60-foot seas or under enemy fire, and proud 
recipients of the maroon beret, which signifies 
the blood sacrificed and the devotion to duty of 
aiding others in distress. 

It should be noted that the PJ’s are the 
most highly decorated Air Force enlisted force. 
They’ve been awarded one Medal of Honor, 
13 Air Force Crosses and over 105 Silver Stars. 
The Pararescueman’s Code reads, in part “It 
is my duty to save lives and aid the injured. 


' |] place these duties before personal desires 


and comforts. These things I do that others 
may live.” 

They have received additional honors. On 
December 6, 2013, Governor Cuomo awarded 
the Bronze Star for Valor to six members 
of this outfit at a ceremony at Gabreski Air 
National Guard Base in Westhampton 
for their helicopter rescue, while under fire, 
of four wounded soldiers in Afghanistan in 
2012. Thehonorees were Captain Ronnie Maloney 
of Middle Island, Senior.Master Sergeant Erik 
Blom of Hampton Bays, Technical Sergeant 
Anthony Yusup of Bloomsbury, Pennsylvania, 
Staff Sergeant James Dougherty of Rocky 
Point, Staff Sergeant Matthew Zimmer of 
Westhampton Beach and Staff Sergeant 
Christopher Petersen of Commack. (It should 


be noted that James Dougherty, is the son . 


of retired PJ Chief Jim Dougherty who was 
part of the rescue team that rescued mariners 


from the Salvadore Allende mission you will 
read about further down in this account.) 

About 400 young men every year sign up to 
take the training to become pararescueman. 
The graduating class is usually no more than 
20. The rest drop out. These are the best of 
the best. There are currently no women in 
Pararescue but women are now allowed to 
try out for all combat positions within the 
Department of Defense. 

By the way, here in Westhampton, the 
pararescuemen are the best of the best of the 
best. I mentioned there are three stateside Air 
National Guard bases for the pararescuemen. Not 
long ago, a timed competition was held among 
them to see who would win the assignment to 
go on alert and off into the Atlantic when the 
President flies across the ocean to Europe or 
when astronauts blast off from Cape Canaveral. 
Westhampton won. Although at the present 
time, no astronauts need their protection, it is 
believed there will be some back in the skies 
within two years. Also, one of Westhampton’s 
four Hercules planes goes on alert whenever 
the President flies anywhere on Air Force One. 

The written history of the 106th Rescue Wing, 
in existence since 1974, is filled with stories 
of heroism. Members of the Wing participated 
in cable rescues of Turkish and American 
diplomats in Northern Iraq during the Gulf 
War. They’ve plucked downed fliers to safety 
from behind enemy lines in the Sudan and in 
Kosovo. And they are always available to help 
with civilian emergencies—the unit is available 
for non-military rescues (Continued on page 30)

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Demagogue, Potential Tyrant or Just Arrested Development?

f there are two people in a room during these 

particular times, one of them likely is for 
Donald Trump and the other is not. If they talk, 
they get themselves all worked up, particularly 
those who are fearful of what will happen if Mr. 
Trump becomes President. 

A frequent phrase used by those opposed 
to Mr. Trump is that he is a demagogue. But 
I don’t think that adequately describes it. A 
demagogue, if you look it up, is a tub-thumper, 
a crowd pleaser, a manipulator, a firebrand and 
an agitator. None of those things adequately 
describes why people fear what will happen if 
he becomes President. | am one of those who 
fear him being President. I am looking further 
at this. 

Some weeks ago, I described how, one 
Saturday night, when I was a teenager, I did a 
really dumb thing. Teenagers often do dumb 
things. I got caught up in a plan, devised by 
one of my friends, that resulted in the five of us 


hopping in a car (one of us had a car), driving 
to the street corner in the center of town where 
we lived, dropping off Paul—the smallest of 
us—driving around the block and then pulling 
up alongside him, all getting out, “subduing” 
him after a struggle and then bundling him into 
the trunk of the car and driving off. 

We'd earlier found a black plastic replica of 
a 45mm pistol on the floor of the backseat of 
the car—a toy dropped there by the four- 
year-old brother of the driver of the car. We’d 
brandish it. This would be great fun. It would 
scare the bejezzus out of everybody in town. 
And we did it. 

Somehow we all survived this idiocy. We 
were brought into a police station late that 
night—one of the terrified pedestrians had 
written down the license plate number—and 
we were given a tongue lashing by the police 
chief at that hour. We could have been killed, 
he told us. Well, we were teenagers. He 
dismissed us into the custody of our fathers 
who—this was at 3 a.m.—were present at 


this tongue lashing and took us home to 
let us know to never do this again. 

I think we can all agree that this is adolescent 
behavior, and a good example of it. This is why 
we are not responsible for our actions to any 
great extent until our brains reach the age of 18. 

Those who never get past this, never grow 
up, and just continue with this sort of behavior 
into their adult lives, we refer to as suffering 
from arrested development. 

This is what I think the Donald suffers from, 
with all his charm and wistful promises. This is 


‘why many people, even those in the Republican 


Party, have said he is unfit to be President. And 
that is why he is dangerous. 

Here are examples. 

Mr. Trump has for six months or more 
refused to release his tax returns. The reason, 
he has said, is because he is undergoing an 
audit. Anybody who wants to look into this will 
quickly find out that being audited does not 
prevent anyone from showing someone else his 
or her tax returns. (Cont'd on next page) 
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Other reasons he has given are that 
it is nobody’s business what his tax 
returns say, that the recently disclosed 
1995 tax returns that The New York Times 
discovered are not his, that it must be somebody 
who does not like him who did this—who DID 
this!—and, most recently, that his tax returns 
show he is a “genius” for finding a loophole that 
permits him not to pay taxes and he’s actually 
proud of it. 

Adults, hearing this sort of thing from 
a teenager, will simply shake their heads 
in amazement. 

I mean—so why didn’t you reveal your tax 
returns in the first place? 

Here’s another. 

Just minutes after the conclusion of the first 


debate (I am writing this after the first debate 
but before the second), media of all stripes put 
up polls you could enter online to check off 
if you thought Trump had won or if Hillary 
had won. 

Having learned these flash polls would be 
taking place ahead of time, Trump told all his 
followers to go to the sites involved—including 
CNN, Breitbart, the Hill, Drudge, Slate and 
others—and use techniques involving bots, vote 
brigading, and other forms of manipulation 
to highjack the voting methods and twist 
them around so that by overriding the site’s 
voting rules, Trump won. Some of these polls 
showed a margin as wide as 76% for Trump, 
24% for Hillary. 

“I won the debate,” Trump tweeted afterwards.

Everybody 
has a crazy uncle in the family who is loveable, 
funny, outrageous and sometimes thin-skinned. 
Don’t mess with them. That’s just him. He 
doesn’t even know he’s doing it. 


| am not exaggerating when | say 
that if large numbers of people come 
down to the polling places and get 
angry, we'll have a big problem. 


Indeed, in Trump’s case, he has followers 
who will tell you that this is why they want to 
vote for him. He’s gonna shake the apples right 
off the tree.

Jitney Stop Drama 


A Female Traveler, a Taxi Cab and a Rush to Catch the Bus

saw my wife off at the Hampton Jitney 

this morning for her trip to New York City 
aboard the 9:30 Ambassador. We got to the 
East Hampton Jitney stop at 9:25, waited for a 
minute or two until the Ambassador pulled in, 
and then gathered up her things and together 
walked over to it. Many people were there 
waiting, and we stood at the back of the line for 
a bit as the attendant boarded the passengers, 
checking their reservations on a clipboard as 
they entered, and when my wife got to the front 
of the line I kissed her goodbye as she boarded. 
I returned to my car and got in. 

| had parked in the first legal spot behind the 


Ambassador. As the photo shows, our local. 


authorities have arranged room for busses to 
swing in and get to the curb and then swing 
back out after they have loaded at this stop. So! 
was looking at the back of the Ambassador from 
my car 100 feet behind it. 

The door to the Ambassador remained swung 
open for a few minutes after everyone was 
boarded. They do this to see if anyone else 
would appear at the last minute. 

- In that interval, a mini-van taxicab arrived in 
avery hurry-up fashion, pulled in and screeched 
to a halt directly behind the Ambassador. But 
nobody got out. Seemed to me the passenger 
was being urged to take the time to settle 
the fare. And it occurred to me that this was 


a disaster in the making. 
There is no rear window on | 
the Ambassador, as with most 
busses. The back of the bus is 
taken up with the kitchen and 
restroom facilities, and although 
there is a rear video screen on 
the dashboard for the driver, 
it only is on when the vehicle 
is shifted into reverse.

Ambassador, totally blocking 
its ability to proceed until the 
passenger was safely on board. 
But then I thought, well, perhaps 
this taxi driver is smart as a fox. 
What he (or she) is looking for is 
a chase and a higher fare. Speed 
up, stay behind the Ambassador 
for the three miles to Wainscott 
and then catch it and get the 
passenger boarded there. 

But that didn’t happen. 
Instead, the _ sliding door 
reopened, the leg appeared, the 
luggage appeared on the grass 
and then the whole person got out, closed the 
slider, picked up the luggage and walked slowly 
to the now empty park bench where you sit to 
wait, and she sat. 

She took out her cell phone and poked at 
it. The taxicab, meanwhile, started forward 
slowly, then stopped about a car length further 
on, still in the illegal bus stop lane. | could

* not see this, but I think the driver must have 


lowered the passenger side window and spoken 
to the woman. She looked up briefly, didn’t 
say anything, then looked back at her phone. 
Finally, the taxi driver headed off. 

Well, it was time for me to leave. As I pulled out 
I glanced over to the woman. She had stopped 
poking the phone, and was now lighting herself 
a cigarette. & 
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whenever they are not on a military operation— 
and have taken passengers off commercial and 
sport fishing boats who have been injured or 
become ill, even far out at sea. 

One of the more extraordinary operations 
involved the fishing trawler Shinnecock I out of 
Hampton Bays some years ago. The trawler, that 
particular day, had pulled into a net, along with 
some fish, a live 10-foot-long torpedo, capable of 
blowing everything up within three miles. The 
captain, instead of dropping the net with the 
torpedo in it onto the ocean bottom, brought it 
in to the Coast Guard station dock in Shinnecock. 
Coast Guardsmen looked it over and, unsure if it 
were live or not, ordered an evacuation of the 
immediate area. Then they ordered the captain 
to take his torpedo back out into the Atlantic 
and await further orders. From here, the PJs 
from Westhampton took over. They jumped 
out of helicopters and rappelled down, took the 
fishermen off the boat, set some charges and 
then rappelled back up for a hasty retreat. The 
trawler blew itself into a million pieces. 

Perhaps their most extraordinary rescue 
involved the foundering of a 550-foot Ukrainian 
cargo ship 1,100 miles out in the Atlantic in 
the middle of 50-foot seas and a raging storm 
in 1994. This rescue is almost impossible to 
believe. Ordinarily, far out at sea the Hercules 
four-engine planes locate the possible survivors 
of a wreck, call in nearby ships and direct 
them to pick up the survivors. Helicopters 
are not involved. In this case, however, the 
Hercules planes could locate the Ukrainians in 


the floating wreckage, but there were no ships 
capable of coming through the storm to their 
aid. Helicopters with their pararescuemen and 
ropes were their only hope. 

The range of a rescue helicopter, however, 
is only a few hundred miles. The choppers are 
built, really, to be flown for only two hours at 
a time. The seats are small and uncomfortable. 
The gas tanks limited. After four hours, the 
choppers get an overhaul. 

What happened here was that two helicopters 
from Westhampton Beach went out over the 
Atlantic, and in an operation that involved 
15 straight hours in the air and 11 mid-air 
refuelings, flew the full 1,100 miles into the teeth 
of a storm, performed the rescue, and then flew 
back to Westhampton. The 15 straight hours 
airborne on this mission is the longest such 
rescue attempt for rotary aircraft in American 
air rescue history. 

Most of these extraordinary rescuemen live 
quiet lives with their wives and children in 
residential areas of eastern Long Island (such as 
Manorville or Hampton Bays). About a third of 
them work full-time at the Westhampton facility. 
But the remaining two thirds have full-time jobs 
in the community. One is a Suffolk County police 
officer, another is a teacher and still another is 
a medical student at Columbia College Medical 
School. All of them are “on call,” ready to leave 
their jobs for whatever mission awaits them at 
Westhampton.

pararescuemen and particularly about the PJs of 
the 106th Rescue Wing in Westhampton in their 
daring 15-hour rescue in the North Atlantic of 
the survivors of the Ukrainian freighter Salvador 
Allende in 1994. It is written by Michael Hirsch 
and is published by Avon as part of their Military 
History series. 

“The toughest time for a PJ is right after 
a mission,” Hirsch writes. “Tim Malloy says 
it’s virtually impossible to convey, even to a 
spouse, what you’ve just experienced. ‘They 
don’t understand what its like to dive out of 
an airplane into the ocean at three o’clock in 
the morning to go to a ship and stop someone 
from bleeding to death. When you get home, 
you collapse, you’re exhausted. And the one 
question you can’t answer is ‘Why do you 
do it?” 

I hope reading about the 106th Rescue Wing 
has given you a new respect for what you see 
in the sky over the Hamptons every few days. 
I know I will never think of what is going on up 
there in the same way again. 

On October 22, retired Pararescueman John 
Spillane, who jumped into the sea in one of 
the daring 106th missions during the Perfect 
Storm Operation in 1991, will speak about 
his experiences at the Westhampton Beach 
Library in Westhampton at 1 p.m.

It’s that euphoric 
feeling, and it doesn’t have to do with big crowds 
or little crowds—it’s all the music, the ideas 
coming together, and then being able to share it with 
the audience. 


Who would you love to perform with? 

James Taylor. He’s one of those legends that if I 
could, I would love to do some sort of Christmas 
show with him. 


What's next on your plate? 

I have two little boys who are four and seven, so | 
want to raise them right.

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Suffering, Struggles and Striving to Heal Locally 


BY NICHOLAS KARDARAS 


EK ight years ago I was teaching the treatment of 
addiction as a clinical professor at Stony Brook 
Medicine when I had the opportunity to meet Joe 
McKinsey, an Amagansett resident who wanted to 
open an addiction treatment program on the East 
End. Joe had been sober for over 30 years and 
had helped hundreds of people get sober over the 
years. He realized that there weren’t many quality 
treatment options—not just on the East End of Long 
Island, but on the entire East Coast. 

As an addictions expert, | can say that most 
treatment programs are institutional cookie-cutter 
places that fail to treat the trying-to-recover addict 
with dignity and respect in a humane and comfortable 
setting. Truth be told, many people—even some 
clinicians—believe that addiction treatment should 
entail a certain amount of pain and suffering for the 
addict. And yet we wouldn’t think about punitive 
treatment for any of our loved ones who are suffering 
from cancer or mental illness. Unfortunately, -the 
sad fact is that we still have a long way to go in our 
perception and treatment of people who suffer from 
the disease of addiction. 2. 

And let’s not make any mistake about it—addicts 
are indeed suffering. I have seen the devastation of 
addiction: the wrecked families; the hospitalizations; 
the loss of jobs; the emotional pain and suffering— 
and the deaths. No one voluntary chooses a self- 
destructive path. People predisposed towards 
addiction can fall down the rabbit hole of soul- 
crushing addiction if they walk down the path of 
drug and alcohol experimentation. Yet their family 
members—who are also greatly suffering as a result 
of their loved ones addiction—just see what appears 
to be a never-ending series of selfish behaviors,

create balance in their lives. 


oftentimes not understanding the 
compulsive and irrational-nature of 
this mental disorder. 

Joe, having suffered through 
hospital institutional treatment 
himself, wanted to offer a more 
humane approach. We've seen this 
approach work amazingly well in 
Portugal, where they have focused 
on compassionate treatment that 
endeavors to re-tether the struggling 
addict to meaningful social contact 
and treatment—and not the 
punitive experiences that a “war on 
drugs” necessitates. Unfortunately, 
our war on drugs has failed; indeed, 
our own current drug czar, Michael 
Botticelli, a recovering alcoholic 
himself, has also advocated a 
more compassionate treatment 
approach (and, interestingly, hates 
his designation as drug“czar” as it 
echoes our failed war-like approach 
to addiction). 

Joe was also able to forge a powerful relationship 
with Harvard’s Dr. Howard Shaffer—one of the 
world’s foremost addiction experts. Using many 
of Dr. Shaffer’s protocols and insights, the Dunes 
East Hampton was born.

FOODIE FUN 


Where to wine and dine 
on the East End.

R estaurateur lan Duke opened Union Cantina in 
the former Southampton Publick House site on 
Bowden Square this past June. This new restaurant’s 
kitchen is led by executive chef Scott Kampf, who 
also works at the Southampton Social Club with 
Duke. The Cantina was a very busy place during the 
recent Jewish holidays, as it’s family friendly and 
offers plenty of parking. It’s also a large space, for 
the East End. Plus, the restaurant has just launched 
its Union Cantina Loyalty Program, which gives 
participants 15% off meals year-round. 

I stopped by for dinner with my friend and 
writing buddy James. We’re about to get to work 
on a screenplay together and -agreed that a non- 
business dinner would be a good start to renew 
our collaboration. We also agreed that imbibing 
a series of margaritas was not the way to launch 
a project, though the fact that topping them with 
Grand Marnier makes them into “Meltdowns” made 
them very tempting. 

Union Cantina’s signature cocktail, the Cinnamon 
Sol, struck me as an appropriate opening foray. Sol 
means “sun” or “sunshine.” A mellow yellow in color, 
my Sol of Don Julio Reposado Tequila, pineapple 
and fresh lime was strong in a good way—it took 
me back to holidays I barely remember. The finely 
ground cinnamon sprinkled on top of its foam and ice 
cubes was not out of place. I stirred it in for a nicely 
balanced beverage.

Distinctive cocktails elevate the Union Cantina experience. 


I'd been to the Cantina this past summer with my 
husband for lunch. We appreciated the fast service. 
As professional eaters we “just said no” to the 
complimentary (and nicely salty) tortilla chips and 
salsa. James and | indulged. 

And James enjoyed some bottled Modelo Negra 
Mexican beer with his meal. He started with the 
melty Queso Dip, the ultimate in rich creaminess. 

When our server Taylor brought bottles of Tapatio 
and Valentina to our table, James noted, “I like my 
hot sauce!” He applied it liberally to his entrée of 
three soft Short Rib Tacos with fresh tomato, black 
bean and avocado relish, and mole cream. 

I was glad that James helped me to devour my 
appetizer of a Mexican Pizza. The “crust” was light 
and crispy but there was a lot on top—black beans, 
halved heirloom cherry tomatoes, sliced black 
olives, pico de gallo and a Mexican cheese blend with 
a latticework of guacamole and sour cream squeezed 
over it. Taylor warned us that there were jalapeno 
peppers on this dish, but they weren’t noticeable. 
We discovered that it was best to grab two slices at 
a time and fold them inward to keep all the goodies 
and goo intact. This could be a messy-fun dish for 
young eaters. 


New twists take classics such as the churro to another level. 


I. ordered a Pollo Tirada from the list of 
Deconstructed Enchiladas—who’ knew _ that 
enchiladas were in need of deconstruction? Chef 
Kampf, apparently. 

This chicken dish is prettily presented, with its 
bright green avocado topping crowning a layered 
stack of ingredients, amid a pool of colorful enchilada 
sauce. There was more pulled chicken involved 
than I could eat. Not that it was over-seasoned—it 
was a generous portion and I wanted to save room 
for dessert. 

James and | split a piece of Tres Leches Cake, 
which was topped with blueberries, strawberries, 
blackberries and toasted coconut. James also 
enjoyed a cup of espresso to gear him up for his bike 
ride home. I wasn’t sure if he’d ridden his motorcycle 
or his bicycle to Union Cantina, and when we stepped 
out into the crisp evening air, James’ bicycle was 
neatly attached to a very large tree on the property. 
Peddling into the night seemed like a really good way 
to end the evening of indulgence in this autumnal 
Hamptons atmosphere. @&
